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Bears Have Exciting Season 



The 1982 football season was one of disappointment, 
yet delight. The combined forces of North and Tech 
started the season with bright hopes, despite the fact 
that the first four opponents were rated teams. 

After a 34-0 loss at the hands of Urbandale, ranked 
#1 in class 3A at the time, North began to improve 
steadily. The prospect of a winning season was evident 
when the Bears battled undefeated East to a 
heartbreaking 7-0 loss. After a tough game against #3 
Dowling, the Bears came back, with a vengence against 
Roosevelt, only to be edged 13-9. This heartbreaker 
proved to be a mental let down in the next two 
games, as the Bears were trounced by both Lincoln and 
Hoover. 



The ultimate climax of the season came when the 
Polar Bears, playing in their green home jerseys for the 
first time, brutily defeated #9 ranked but over-confi- 
dent Valley, 15-7. The victory ended a 40 game losing 
streak that stretched back over five seasons. 

The 1982 Polar Bear offense was lead by ]oey 
Townsell. The bruising fullback amassed over 600 yards, 
with an average of five yards per carry. Quarterback 
Richard Smith passed for over 400 yards.
